‘¢ TS borders are strewn with little white vil- 
lages sitting with their feet in the water, the 
mountains dominate it, their pyramids cov- 

ered at least half-way up by pale olive-trees, 
while round-headed mulberries climb the lower 
slopes; country villas, half-hidden under their 
lovely shade trees, drop their terraces step by 
step to the lake’s edge.” 

Thus does Taine describe Como in 1864, and 
we can not say that anything has changed much 
since that time. Without doubt, the villages are 
more peopled; certainly, the hotels have become 
palaces of guaranteed comfort; but, like Venice, 
of which he wrote at the same period, the lakes 
have preserved intact the mode of life best bene- 
fiting them, and no one has ever broken the 
thread which unites successive generations. We 
do not complain of that, since the days which 
flow along by these hospitable shores bring 
absolute relaxation to exhausted nerves. 

Taine preferred Lake Maggiore to Lake Como; 
this stretch of silver water, which seems so vast 
at Stresa and Baveno, gives an entirely different 
character to the landscape. 

Como, with the terraces which surround it 
from the Villa d’Este as far as Menaggio, has 
a closer horizon, a smaller surface of water to 
cross in order to walk under the lemon-trees, 
dreaming of some fairy villa on the mountain 
slope above it. It is in such a place that one finds

Whether it is a 
question of Maggiore or Como, existence 
is everywhere the same; the morning bath, 
excursions in the afternoon, and dances fol- 
lowing charming dinners in the evening— 
so many reasons to lead the material life 
to the full. And, after all, it is a delicious, 
enviable existence! 


COSMOPOLITAN GATHERINGS 


At eleven o'clock in the morning, groups 
begin to form on the terraces of the hotels; 
here, an Italian family; there, some smart 
French people; further off, an English house- 
hold; one hears many languages spoken, 
but the men and women speaking them all 
have the same type of elegance, springing 
from a life which is much the same for 
every one. 

It is quite correct to come down from 
one’s apartment in a bath-robe and to 
stand talking in the open light of day as 
long as one likes, either before or after the 
bathing in the lakes. The boat puts off, 
and it is under the vigilant eyes of the 
boatman that one takes one’s dip. Bathing- 
costumes are not very different from those 
of the Lido except that the bathing-cloak 
is smarter; here, it is cut like a domino and 
made of flowered or striped silk of brilliant 
colours like that forming the head-dress, 
consisting of a handkerchief knotted under 
the ear. 

Nothing could be gayer to the eye than 
these hot colours burning under a sun which 
causes the camellias and magnolias to grow 
wild all about here. There is a veritable 
impression of triumphant glory given by this 
“Midi” of lakes which throws a golden 
splendour on everything which surrounds it. 

Both the young English misses, as rosily 
blonde as dolls, and the Italian girls, bru- 
nette and jetty-eyed, wear the same sort 
of costume; sleeveless, pleated crépe chemises 
with white or coloured leather shoes to 
match their big or little hats and the belts 
which hang low about their hips. Some- 
times, a sort of surcingle of a heavy gros- 
grain striped in three or four colours com- 
poses the belt and also the trimming of the 
rosetted hat, of the kind now called “chape- 
lier.” Sometimes, the belt is a piece of the 
dress cut on the straight to hold the pleats 
in place; the bodice is always loose, for, 
the more one sees of the fashions, the more 
they seem removed from anything tight- 
fitting. The most coquettish of these half- 
dressed young women (for they wear noth- 
ing, or nearly nothing in the way of under- 
clothing) like to let the lines of their charm- 
ingly shaped bodies be, at least, divined, as 
the bystanders who have collected to admire 
them are never long in doing. Well, there is 
really a great deal to admire, and if, against 
this enchanted background of lakes. there is 
occasionally a false note, one should recog- 
nize on the other hand the usually happy 
independence which the Italian lady adopts 
in her way of dressing herself. If one looks 


The ensembles of the Contessa Moro- 
sini are always individual in the ex- 
treme. At the Russian ball, her bril-

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at the Contessa Morosini, so lovely with 
her Venetian hair, one sees that she is 
dressed to suit her own individuality; her 
costume has been designed primarily to suit 
her figure, her charm, and her tastes; she 
has not, like the Parisienne, adopted the suc- 
cessful model of the day. Who would blame 
her? And who would criticise the Princesse 
Odeschalchi for being herself and no one 
else, from her head to her heels, or fail to 
admire the differing personalities of the 
Princesse San Faustino and the Contessa 
Robilant, two other smart women, queens 
of Venice, who make a sensation the mo- 
ment they show themselves? The Marchesa 
Sommi Piccinardi, whether she is at Bellagio 
or Stresa, makes an admirable choice of 
dresses. In the evening, bizarre costumes 
are especially evident. One sees practically 
nothing that has been seen before; the usual 
is barred in every sense of the word. 

But let us return to our daily program. 
We have left our maids taking their dip, and 
the boats return to the landing-place towards 
one o'clock. Lunch taken in the shade o: 
one of the terraces becomes as picturesque as 
a scene at the theatre. The general effec 
at the moment gives the sharpest impressio1 
of this life at its best. The spectacle is not 
only of incomparable beauty because of its 
background of gardens terraced against th: 
mountainside, but because of its white-robed 
fairies in charming poses, hardly stopping t 
lunch in their eagerness to gather flowers. 

After the heavy hour between two and 
three, excursions are in order. Motors in 
vade the entrance court; one after another, 
they roll away carrying the midday bathers, 
their transparent gowns enveloped in light 
wraps. The most fashionable one is of 
leather with a head-piece having spectacles 
attached. There are some hoods like that 
of Little Red Riding-Hood for women who 
are nervous about their hair. The essential 
thing to remember is that the return along 
the border of the lake will be cold and damp 
and that thin dresses must be preserved by 
a warm, protecting cloak. 


NEAR-BY PARADISES 


Bellagio, Cadenabbia, and many other 
heavenly sites can be reached equally well 
by the little steamer which regularly fur- 
nishes transportation from one point to an- 
other. At the Villa Zina, the house of 
Monsieur and Madame Kira, there is a 
daily reunion of the élite. In this dwelling, 
where Josephine was installed by Napoleon, 
it seems as if the pomp and luxury had not 
changed since 1800. It is impossible to de- 
scribe the gardens, the greenhouses, or the 
hundred and twenty-five rooms, including 
drawing-rooms without number, full of 
masterpieces in sculpture and painting which 
could only, in justice, be catalogued. What 
may more easily be mentioned is the charm- 
ing welcome of the host and hostess. Every 
day during the season, Madame Kira re- 
ceives in the lovely grounds which extend 
to the edge of the lake, indefatigably intro- 
ducing to each other interesting groups of 
writers, painters, artists of all kinds; it 
would be difficult to find the like of such 
an establishment. 

The grande toilette is the only one per- 
mitted during this September existence. 
There is a tendency to go back to the 
grande robe that we knew before the war, 
and we must admit that it is very pretty.

Too great zeal is shown in demon- 
strating that women, from the earliest to the 
most modern pretty lady, have lacquered their 
faces solely for the purpose of luring helpless man 
to his doom. 

Undoubtedly, helpless man has something to 
do with woman’s tendency to “lie about her 
looks,” as Byron so rudely put it, but the

You may be sure, too, that, within 
five minutes after the discovery that her cheek 
was like the rose, she had seized a scarlet 
pimpernel growing by the water’s edge, bruised 
it, and heightened her divine colour with its 
stain! Ever since then, women the world over 
have remained enchanted by the

sand years of cosmetics must be 
charged to the deadly immo- 
bility of woman’s dress. Fash- 
ions in draperies altered scarcely 
at all from the time Eve put 
them on till the odalisques, 
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Two thousand years ago, there was no kohl 

shortage in Greece, and courtesans affected 

deadly pallor, flaming lips, and eyes gleaming 
from cavernous pools of green ice 
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bored to death by monotony, took them off. 
With no Jennys, no Premets, no Poirets, no 
Deeuillets to thrill each season with the cry, “All 
change!”, it was inevitable that women should 
make fashion-plates of their faces. Even after 
dress design entered into the philosophy of life 
and became its most intense preoccupation, wo- 
men continued—so tenacious is ancestral habit 
—to spend the best part of their days making 
up: “farding” is the Elizabethan word. 

At all stages of the cosmetic craze until a few 
decades ago, fashion moulded faces almost as 
fantastically as she moulded figures. There is 
no greater difference between the chaste, ironing- 
board lines of a tenth-century beauty and Mrs. 
Langtry’s 1880 silhouette, all bustle and chignon, 
than is afforded again and again by changing 
modes in make-up. One may compare, for ex- 
ample, the facial -expression of the heavily 
painted Oriental woman, when the fashion for 
prolonging the arch of the eyebrows to the ears 
gave to her countenance a sinister devilry, with 
the same type of face (seen often in Paris since 
the war) rendered piquant, almost delicate, by a 
more subtle and studied use of practically the 
same media. Through the centuries, indeed, cos- 
metics, aided by the coiffeur, played such tricks 
with the human face divine as fashion dictated. 

One can not follow these extravagances into 
the flaming eighteenth century without lingering 
a moment with certain damsels of antiquity. To 
us, who have our little box of rouge always at 
hand, they seem very close—these fashion queens 
of long ago—, very human. However, we shall 
not press the sympathetic bond too greatly, for, 
at first and for a long time, rouge was used only 
by the immoral and the very old. Dancers, in- 
habitants of the harem, and, in time,. actresses 
came in under one or both of these heads. It

yond the pale indeed 


was in those dark years that rouge got the bad 
name which, subsequently, was to be so beauti- 
fully lived down. 

One is grateful to the pioneers of paint; for, 
had they not varnished their dusky faces out- 
rageously, driving poets, preachers, and prophets 
perfectly wild with their orgies of kohl, antimony, 





and purple, the most arresting of historic crea- 
tures would never have got into the memoirs at 
all. As it is, we have the exciting dramas of 
Jezebel, who was thrown to the dogs—whither 
many critics had predicted her make-up was 
leading her—, and of Jael, who never went out 
to dine, to address a club meeting, or to do away 
with a king, without painting herself up like 
an idol; we have Job’s daughter and her little 
ways; and we have the thrilling pictures of 
Cleopatra and her entourage, to whom the 
original courtesans handed on their make-up 
boxes. 

It can hardly be said that, clever as was this 
latter society, it exploited cosmetics with any 
more finesse than had the earlier Egyptians. 
Only the fashion in complexions changed. The 
pale tint became fashionable. The women of the 
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Far Orient with their sleepy eyes and purple 
black hair took the new note from Alexandria; 
where they had been crows, they now came out 
as swans. But, at this period when women went 
a bit more gently on “the red,” when their 
faces, instead of being rouge-emblazoned, were 
plastered like walls with every form of chalk 
powder, they plunged into fresh eccentricities. 
To heighten their pallor, they painted dense. 
deep shadows around their eyes with arsenic, 
making them more than ever like the shadowy 
pool of Hebron beloved of the poets. Green 
malachite served when the arsenic gave out. The 
tiny, vivid animal that lives in the cacti along 
the Nile furnished for full, sensuous lips the 
most brilliant carmine available. A chemist at 
the court of Octavius, alert to the bizarre, intro- 
duced the “vein stick.” It instantly became the 
rage. The veins of the temple were emphasized 
with it. To the pretty plebeian, this ingenuity 
gave the affectation of possessing the very purest, 
the bluest of patrician blood. The very zebras 
blushed for these ladies. 

Despite the fact that the Elaborate Era did not 
occur till the eighteenth century, the Greek and 
Roman periods were marked by such unchecked 
fantasies as must have given the women of the 
Cesars the time of their lives. Any one who 
hes seen Ida Rubinstein as Cleopatra in Stra- 
vinsky’s ballet has an unforgettable vision of the 
great courtesan as she looked and lived and 
charmed two thousand years ago: the slight. 
reed-like figure swaying on gilded pattens; the 
small head with its close coiffure of golden hair 
and tiny clusters of bright blue curls over the 
ears; the mouth like a flaming flower; the eyes 
two points of phosphorescence glowing from 
caverns of green ice; the unearthly pallor; and,

UCKED away on a side street 
I just off Fifth Avenue, there is 
a little shop with silver paper 
on the walls just brushed with black 
and cases filled with tray on tray of 
colour—little cataracts of frozen fire, 
pink and blue and mauve, delicious 
greens, pale twisted rainbows, amber 
in great lustrous globes, and then a 
tray of black and pearl where the 
onyx lies, deep and velvety, next to 
a tray of crystal clear as water. 

But not the 
august and conventional abode of the 
engagement ring and the private de- 
tective. These are companionable 
jewels, jewels like flowers, humming- 
bird jewels, here and gone, jewels dif- 
ferent from the great, costly ones. 
For, as our daytime clothes have 
become simpler in line and more re- 
strained in colour, a new type of 
jewellery has come into being, a 
sort of advanced and lovely grand- 
daughter of the so-called “costume 
jewellery” that flourished first a dozen 
years ago. Most of it is made of 
semiprecious stones, though some of 
the very latest is worked out in glass. 
As much art goes to the designing 
of the best of it as one could see in 
the four corners of the earth. Indeed, 
all countries and all civilizations, 
ancient and modern, have been drawn 
on for inspiration, so that one thinks 
of China and the milky jades on 
mandarin chains, of the little Princess 
of the Nile whose faience beads are 
up in the Metropolitan with her grand- 
father’s mummy, and of those price- 
less tear-bottles from Pheenician 
graves, buried as glass, risen as 








mysterious opalescent hints that mat- 
ter, too, may be immortal. Steichen 
THE NEW JEWELLERY 


Yet, this very wealth of beauty, 
this astonishing vitality of imagina- 
tion, of colour, has intimidated a great 
many women. They are a bit afraid 
of the new jewellery. Can they wear 

And, if so, when and how? 

Obviously, one can’t buy a Chanel 
chain that hangs to a low waist-line—big, cool, 
blue-green beads spaced out with tiny beads of 
gold, or knots in a fat green cord, amber beads 
the brown of which tones in with all the other 
browns of the season—and wear them with any- 
thing one happens to have. Nor can one take 
a faint pink bunch of grapes with silver studs, 
grown into an earring, do one’s hair by the light 
of nature, and choose a hat in the dark. Pearls, 
nowadays, may be worn by any one, with any- 
thing, at any time—indeed, the smartest women 
frequently begin the morning with three strings 
of pearls, to say nothing of an immense blond 
or brunette beauty in a ring, and go straight 
through the day with the same equipment of 
jewellery. But pearls, though so lovely, are so 
uncomplex that they accommodate themselves 
to all conditions. The decorative modern jewel-

actly the right background—or none at all. 

To begin with, if a woman is no longer young, 
it is best to go on up the Avenue for something 
stately in onyx and diamonds to fit one’s white 
hair.

The long line 
of the modern earring, too, brings the eye to rest 
just where one does not wish it, where the years 
show first and fatally, between the ear and the 
chin. Nor should the tiny, pretty, butterfly type 
of woman wear any but the lighter, simpler 
examples of this decorative jewellery. Other- 
wise, she will look like a slave girl loaded with 
chains, a lamb led to the slaughter, a chandelier 
in her grandmother’s parlour. Unless one has a 
bit of the statuesque, of the Oriental, in one’s 
make-up—something that can be discreetly exag- 
gerated and stopped just short of the theatri- 
cal—, one had best forget the lure of bizarrerie. 


wears clothes that are sufficiently sim- 
ple in line and neutral in tone may 
begin with the bracelets, which pre- 
sent fewer problems than the ear- 
rings or the chains. The latest are of 
glass, slender as icicles. 

Fragile? Yes. But that, says 
Madame who imports them, is their 
strongest recommendation. In the 
East, they are more fragile still, to 
teach the careless little Zuleika how 
to use her wrists beautifully. If she 
goes banging her way through life, 
she will grow up to be that graceless 
creature in a land of grace, “who can 
not wear her bracelets for a day, my 
dear!” That is the most damning 
calumny the East can imagine. 


BANGLES AND EARRINGS 


Many of these new glass bangles 
have twisted strands of light inside 
their crystal—green and gold, or blue 
and gold, or a trickle of red like fire. 
The American who chooses a whole 
assortment of the delicate, tinkling, 
flower coloured trifles is only carrying 
out the dictum of that same East— 
where nothing is ever said au naturel, 
but always in symbols—, to the end 
that one should wear one’s own little 
domestic rainbow on the arm in or- 
der to ensure its perpetuation in the 
heart! 

Next to the bracelets, the earrings 
are of a most magnificent and subtle 
allure. To be sure, they need a long 
and slender neck, a lovely throat- 
line, to display them properly. One 
must not attempt them unless one 
has already adopted, or is about to 
adopt, a coiffure to accord. Paris is 
talking of replacing the “bob” with 
the soft, large chignon worn low on 
the neck, as Miss Nash wears it on 
page 59. This, of course, is for the 
evening only, but it is an earring 
mode par excellence. The daytime 
coiffure should be sleek, restrained, 
a thing of line like one’s frocks. If 
one has presentable ears, a low fore- 
head, and lovely points where the 
hair brushes back, one of the smartest daytime 
arrangements is attained as follows: the hair is 
parted at the back, the right half lightly braided 
two or three times to give stability, carried over 
to the left to a point just behind the ear, doubled 
under and pinned; the same process is repeated 
with the left half of the hair; two tiny wisps are 
left outside, as negligent as uncurled plumes, and 
coaxed a bit with the iron so that they tilt at 
the ends—not primly set like spit-curls, but just 
a bit of shadowy line defining the ears in front.

ISSOM is a pretty word. Slender and supple, also, bring 
L to the mind a pleasing picture of pliant grace; and thus, 

indeed, should all of us have been created. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the figures of mortals in general are not 
built along these lines.

No doubt, her height and muscular 
growth have increased. If the spread of diligent fingers prac- 
tising octaves upon the pianoforte has been noted of old, shall 
not the lengthening of lovely limbs in the constant spring of 
energetic exercise be mentioned? For lengthen they do in 
time, and a fairly tall race of nymphs may be the result. 


UT, before this much-to-be-desired period arrives, we wish 

that some artistically minded millionaire would present 
our world with a sum sufficient to provide pier-glasses for every 
household possessing daughters. ‘The dreadful notion now 
prevailing among the masses that any young female may wear 
knickerbockers and that any knickerbockers suit any young 
female would, we hope, be killed deader than any door-nail. 
If girls with massive chests, thick haunches, and stout legs 
or those with bottle-necks, hunched shoulders, and spindle 
shanks could once get a full-length view of themselves, dressed 
for what they call “hiking”, in too tight, short breeches, un- 
tidily half-open blouses, and ungainly sweaters tied by the 
arms round their middles, they could not, in their sane senses, 
saunter out into the light of day. If they could, it should be 
considered evidence of madness. 


F course, no restraining corset, no silhouette-softening 

padding could make this particular kind of costume be- 
coming to such figures as we have described. Shapes of any 
but the well-proportioned sort should shun all wayward, tramp- 
ish, boyish outfits as white souls shun the devil—and this, 
since there are few occasions in most women’s lives when they 
can not be more alluring in short skirts than they can in 
knickerbockers, should not grieve them. But, for the every-day 
wear of every-day life, every-day figures can be moulded ac- 
cording to the desire of the moment. When it was the mode 
to be abundantly rounded, they were rounded abundantly with 
each curve held rigidly in place. When nineteen inches ceased 
to be the correct waist measure, buckram and steel yielded 
gradually to the demands made upon them, and a certain pli- 
ability appeared in the form of beauty.

only too discoverable, and charms simply run riot. This is 
where figures should lie if they can and lie to their own ad- 
vantage. It is both seemly and expedient for them to do so. 
With the present tubular effect in outside wraps, the form 
inside can not afford itself a single protuberance. With dresses 
flat at the back, it must be flat, too; and it can not be other- 
wise in front, because, should drapery be massed there as it 
often is, too much of an understructure would be awkward. 
In short, no matter how slothfully contented the average wo- 
man is without corsets, vanity should intervene with a fierce 
scream of warning. 


OMETHING in the way of gentle constraint should be ap- 

plied to exuberant graces. Ladies not of the reed-like type 
must remember that only by extreme repression can they fit 
themselves decently into modern garments. Clouds and billows 
of drapery are all very well in pictures, but, for walking upon 
the earth to-day, only the perfect skeleton can permit itself 
entire freedom from the ghost of a corset. A mere apology 
for one will do, but it is required to give the desired moving 
mummy effect so necessary to a successful appearance.

To an American Kitchen May Be a Brilliant Success

takes more than the cook and the ingredients 
to obtain really good food. First of all, it takes 
the mistress of the house, who, in dealing with 
foreign servants, must have an intimate knowl- 
edge of the local comestible market so as to 
guide her help in the choice of menus and to 
avoid monotony; it takes the proper utensils, 
and not one house in ten in the United States 
possesses these.

Offering Sophisticated 


Comedy and Dramatic Plays 
By KENNETH MACGOWAN 


KIND of living death stalks through the 
A theatres these days. Or so it seems to me, 

I go to what we call good plays; I flee 
from what are unquestionably very bad ones; 
but the same spectre of bafflement invades the 
casts of each. I laugh at British tragedy; | 
grieve over British fun; I watch with wretclied, 
pessimistic eye the efforts of American drama 
to “get for’arder” into smart social comedy and 
dour tragedies of commerce. There may be 
considerable entertainment in some of these plays 
—thanks to an intelligent producer, a sensitive 
actor, or a playwright with wit—, but there 
isn’t one that sends me away filled and satisfied. 
Always, there is something lacking. The play- 
wright is short-sighted or lazy or disillusioned 
or corrupt, or he works half-heartedly with a 
form that demands every ounce of skill and 
enthusiasm. You may gauge the depths to which 
these craftsmen have sunk when I say that they 
make me look back regretfully to Pinero instead 
of forward hopefully, if nervously, with Eugene 
O’Neill, Georg Kaiser, Ernst Toller, Luigi Piran- 
dello, Nikolai Evreinoff. The old forms—the 
strong, hard battle of man and society in the 
squared circle of Ibsen; the shipshape, water- 
tight dreadnaught of Pinero, carrying everything 
but a cargo; the earnest, brilliant squabbles of 
Shaw or Barker over social and personal prob- 
lems—, these dramatic shapes come to us now 
a little bent, a little leaky, sometimes split and 
sundered. It is not of the works of the new 
men that I complain. They deliberately throw 
these forms aside, or, if one of them uses such 
a mould occasionally, as O’Neill does, he handles 
it with just as much skill and authority as the 
departed. Like Picasso, he finds the correct 
easy enough. No, it is the works of the per- 
fectly proper dramatists through which the living 
death stalks—such plays as “Mary, Mary, Quite 
Contrary,” “The Changelings,” “A Lesson in 
Love,” “Chains,” and “Peter Weston.” When 
I see these efforts to make drama in the forms 
of ten and twenty years ago, I see a vitiated 
theatre. The plays about social problems lack 
enthusiasm and conviction, if not sincerity. En- 
thusiasm and hard work no longer go to the 
making of psychological drama. Perhaps, the 
proof of all this is put simplest in the following 
fashion: once upon a time, the drama asked 
cuestions and even answered them: now, it is 
the audience that asks, and there is no one to 
step forward and explain the things the play- 
wright has been too lazy or too muddled to 
make clear. 


“THE CHANGELINGS” 


Now, take “The Changelings,” by Lee Wil- 
son Dodd. It is an entertaining play. It is 
written with a knowledge of all the outer aspects 
of the world. It is witty. It is built around 
a situation most decidedly suited to the theatre. 
“The Changelings” is so much better, in fact, 
than most American plays that, unless Arthur

Hopkins decides to produce at last 
one of the two dramas by O’Neill 
which he is jealously treasuring, Dodd’s 
play will win the Pulitzer Prize for 
the coming season. Yet, “The Change- 
lings” leaves an exacting critic with 
a sense that the author is both baffling 
and baffled. 

The materials, as I say, are excel- 
lent and theatre-wise. Two couples 
have been friends for a generation. 
Their children have married. Now 
comes the news that these lone off- 
springs have separated, that the girl 
is running off with another man. The 
play is not a play about the two young 
people alone; for their explosion deto- 
nates the lives of the parents also. 
The fathers and mothers discover, un- 
der stress, that their mates think and 
feel very differently about rather im- 
portant matters. Conservatives and 
radicals, the old-fashioned and the new, 
discover that they are wedded to op- 
posites. The two stories—the story of 
the children’s split and readjustment 
and the story of how close the parents 
come to an exchange of mates—meet 
with appropriate and effective per- 
cussion. 

I would make, however, three ob- 
jections to the acceptance of “The 
Changelings” as an exceptionally able 
play. Dodd has worked out his two 
stories rather well, but I don’t feel 
that he has put into them every ounce 
of the brilliant intensity which they 
demand. Dodd leaves us wondering 
over certain matters. Why, for ex- 
ample, did the cultivated girl succumb 
to such an intellectual bounder and 
such a vulgar, ill-tempered cad as the 
popular novelist with whom she was 
about to run away? And Dodd is 
distressingly complacent about the re- 
lations of men and women, ready to 
accept the usual sort of thing without 
a sign of either irony or pity. 

Dodd scrapes only the surface. His 
middle-aged publisher, his middle-aged 
editor, and their slightly younger 
wives look perfectly natural. They 
are never the preposterous kind of 
people that are always getting into 
our plays about literary and _ social 
luminaries. I was going to say that 
there seems to be practically nothing 
below the surface. It would be better 
to say that the surface materials run 
all the way through. These people 
are like brick: you find out nothing 
new about them, discover no beauties 
and no blemishes by cutting through 
the outside; they are brick to the 
centre. Life is much more like a 
plastered wall, veneered wood, a 
groomed lawn. Rip off the plaster, 
get below the varnish and the top soil, 
and all manner of unexpected things 
develop. Sometimes, you come on 
fine old rough-hewn oak or the living 
springs that renew the world. Dodd 
finds none of these things in his people. 
You feel that such a crash in any 
family would bring out terrible and 
beautiful urgencies; a hovering in- 
tensity of life; at any rate, something 
that would make you draw breath just 
a little deeper. 

Conservatism is not so terrible a 
thing; nor radicalism, either. But 
complacency is the horror from which 
all artists flee. I dislike to think that 
Dodd is complacent about life, that 
he is content with these people and 
their rabbit-hutch ease. Perhaps, he 
is not. Perhaps, he writes what he 
thinks people would rather hear. He 
comes too close to vision every now 
and then to be called a pleasant de- 
fender of things as they happen to be. 
There is, for instance. the young hus- 
band who cries: “Life is a machine 
for manufacturing pain and boredom 
and ridiculous situations.” Life is 


that, of course, and life is also much 
the opposite. But life is always yj. 
tality. It reconciles us, but it cap 
not make us complacent. 

Dodd has the advantage of an ex. 
ceptionally expensive and _ generally 
capable cast. You are a little more 
conscious, perhaps, of the personalities 
of Henry Miller and Blanche Bates, of 
Reginald Mason and Laura Hope 
Crews, than you are of the parents 
they impersonate. But this is not an 
unmixed pain, for these arresting celeb. 
rities enable you to believe in certain 
episodes that might not be so plausible 
if they were played in a humbler vein. 
For instance, when the deserted young 
husband returns to interrupt a paren. 
tal love-feast with the news that his 
wife has run away, the parents plunge 
into bickerings and jealousies and 
cross-loves utterly oblivious of the pain 
and disaster before them. Even the 
most loving parents might do this 
but Dodd has not written with the 
deep ironic understanding of life or 
the consummate brilliance of drama- 
turgy which could convince us. It 
remains for Miller and his associates 
to take our minds off the implausible 
by a skilful display of their entertain- 
ing personalities and their various 
abilities. 

The players of the two young people 
are almost as celebrated as their elders, 
and, in the present case, they are cer- 
tainly more skilful. Miss Chatterton, 
as the girl, appears infrequently, but 
appears eminently well. Geoffrey Kerr 
plays the boy really finely. This 
rubicund, well-groomed, and cheerful 
youngster, who has played rubicund, 
well-groomed, and cheerful heroes again 
and again upon our stage, suddenly 
presents himself in the person of a 
grey, distraught, and wanly thin young 
man suffering intensely. Kerr is both 
playing an emotion and impersonating 
a character. It is amazingly encour- 
aging to find an actor among our many 
stage personalities. 

It is probably Miller’s fault, as well 
as Dodd’s, that “The Changelings” 
hovers a little uncertainly between 
comedy and drama. The trouble is 
not that two such moods do not exist 
in life; they do, and the finest art 
sees both and pictures both. But there 
is an incompleteness in Dodd’s work 
and a hearty sort of emphasis in Mil- 
ler’s direction that make this clash 
of comedy upon drama seem a con- 
venient commercial product. Yet, 
within the limits of such exacting 
criticism, it is possible to see and to 
admit that Miller casts and mounts, 
interprets and decorates a play with 
all the extravagance and care an 
general efficiency which we _ usually 
credit to no one but David Belasco. 


“MARY, MARY, QUITE 
CONTRARY” 


And, turning to the works of Belasco, 
we find all this high skill expended on 
a thin, rambling comedy by St. John 
Ervine which constantly surprises us 
with a display of the kind of sharp, 
but not very penetrating, wit which its 
author has hitherto reserved for his 
criticism of the work of others. De 
serting such brilliant characterization 
as he gave to Henry Clegg and Jimmy 
Cesar, Ervine is here exhibiting an- 
other phase in the general decline of 
the well-bred Anglo-Saxon drama. 
“Mary, Mary, Quite Contrary” is the 
comedy of Wilde without its fireworks, 
the comedy of Shaw without its vitali- 
ty, the comedy of Henry Arthur Jones 
without its robustness. If it were bet- 
ter built, if its plotting and counter 
plotting were continuous and ingenious,

its supply of humour would be sufh- 
cient to its ends. But the thing is thin 
and obvious and conventional, and, 
without the exceedingly effective per- 
formance that Belasco gives it, “Mary, 
Mary” would be very, very dull. 

Ervine’s comedy is the latest in a 
long string of comedies in which Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell has collaborated with 
various English and American authors. 
The last was Harry Wagstaff Grib- 
ble’s “The Outrageous Mrs. Palmer.” 
The obstreperous doings of the young 
Mrs. Campbell set up a tradition of 
irresponsible heroines which has left its 
mark on almost every writer of comedy 
in England and on not a few in 
America. The so-called artistic temper- 
ament was inevitably doomed to the 
exploitation of modern sophisticated 
comedy, but Mrs. Campbell’s verbal 
pranks hit up the pace by showing 
all the English-speaking world how 
amusing in real life such a person could 
be. “Mary, Mary, Quite Contrary” 
is merely the story of a middle-aged 
actress of this sort who descends upon 
the family of a promising poetic play- 
wright. Its first act is solidly amusing. 
By the time it becomes necessary to 
introduce a little invention—which is 
along towards the second act—, Ervine 
runs dry, and so does the entertain- 
ment. 

Belasco has managed to conceal a 
good deal of the weakness of the play 
by putting Mrs. Fiske into the leading 
part, rejuvenating her with artful 
lights, stimulating her to her utmost 
efforts, and supplying players like C. 
Aubrey Smith, A. P. Kaye, and Len- 
nox Pawle as background. Mrs. Fiske 
is almost a new Mrs. Fiske in “Mary, 
Mary.” The fact that she can seem 
young enough to stir the passions of 
a boy is a minor miracle, rather un- 
gracious to stress. Her real distinction 
lies in the artful exuberance with 
which she carries off the part. She 
has not played so well in many years. 

Exaggeration clouds the pleasure of 
the performance and sometimes stresses 
the weaknesses of Ervine as much as 
it hides them. Belasco’s fearless ex- 
travagance in casting and deft hand 
in rehearsal strengthen the play, but 
every now and then, some attempt 
to supply stuffing in place of substance 
becomes too evident. Thus, that capi- 
tal comedian, A. P. Kaye, laying it 
on heavy in the part of a theatrical 
manager, makes Ervine’s burlesque al- 
together too obvious. To buck up the 
middle of the play, Belasco brings Mrs. 
Fiske and C. Aubrey Smith in dressed 
in rubber boots and sou’westers after 
a night at sea in a rowboat. It is 
priceless, of course, to see Mrs. Fiske 
daintily cross her knees in leg-gear. 
But, sooner or later—in spite of all 
the fun—, you begin to think that some- 
body ought to supply an excuse for 
keeping on deep-sea costumes in a 
drawing-room. 

In “Mary, Mary,” Belasco presents 
for the first time to the American 
public two English juveniles of charm 
and promise, Francis Lister and Nora 
Swinburne, and a newly perfected light- 
ing system. 


“A LESSON IN LOVE” 


Ten years ago, Rudolph Besier was 
one of England’s brilliant playwrights. 
He had written only one successful 
play, but it had qualities of under- 
standing, sensitiveness, wit, and char- 
acterization which stamped its author 
as the equal of any writer for the En- 
glish-speaking stage, barring Shaw This 
play, “Don,” was buried with expensive 
solemnities in the mausoleum of the 
New Theatre in 1910. Besier’s repu- 
tation was interred bit by bit, as “Lady 


Patricia” and a few more weak or 
obvious works succeeded “Don.” In 
“Secrets,” with the aid of May Edg- 
ington, Besier was telling last season a 
sentimental, long-winded, but not in- 
effective, love-story. Now, in company 
with the same lady, he is back doing 
the sort of thing that Pinero and Alfred 
Sutro and Haddon Chambers used to 
do—, and he is not doing it half so 
well. “A Lesson in Love,” in which 
William Faversham and Emily Stevens 
are co-starring, is a simple story, built 
for purposes of excitement only, and 
not very efficient at achieving its pur- 
poses. Faversham in directing the 
play adds to the dubious queries which 
the author forces the audience to think 
about when it ought not to be think- 
ing at all. 

The story is obvious, but perfectly 
possible. The London title, “The 
Prude’s Fall,” condenses most of it 
into three words. A certain widow 
cuts the acquaintance of an old friend 
who is in trouble—cuts it publicly and 
painfully. Her reason is that the 
friend found she didn’t love her hus- 
band and ran away to live in South 
Africa with a man she did love. The 
husband brutally refused a divorce, 
and, while felicity still smiled on the 
couple, the lover died. Now, when 
the aforesaid widow cut the acquaint- 
ance of the erring one, a certain French 
explorer happened to be present. He 
discovered that he had fallen in love 
with a prude—a situation decidedly 
distressing to a Frenchman. He made 
it his business thereafter to awaken a 
love this woman had never felt and 
to drive her to do what the fallen 
friend had done. Of course, at the 
final moment of surrender, with out- 
raged relatives and a furious fiancé 
milling about her, the Frenchman pro- 
duced a marriage licence and put an 
end to the play. 

Up to the last act, the story is man- 
aged with a fair amount of skill, though 
with no originality at all. Its people 
are stuffed figures, but these mario- 
nettes jump about in a more or less 
efficient manner. Everything seems 
set for the proper kind of English the- 
atrical success, when along comes the 
fiancé’s revolver and the lover’s mar- 
riage licence, and Besier and Miss 
Edgington are under the necessity of 
seizing a scene and shaking real ex- 
citement out of it. At this point, 
Pinero would go into a highly ex- 
citing exposition of the widow’s emo- 
tions at discovering that her lover 
had put her through all this torture 
and hullabaloo to improve her char- 
acter. Pinero would work up a set of 
recriminations that would leave us in 
the gravest doubt about the identity 
of a marriage licence and a happy end- 
ing. Besier, having let us outguess him 
at every turn of the plot, meekly calls 
“Curtain!” after producing the most 
obvious turn of all! 

Here is the drama of good King 
Edward VII. fallen into the sear and 
yellow leaf—no depth of character, no 
depth of thought, no depth of true 
feeling. There were never any of these 
in the plays of the successful English 
playwrights of twenty years ago. Sim- 
ply a good, if somewhat obvious, turn 
to a situation involving passion. 
Pinero would have made an exciting 
play out this material—exciting at 
least for this time, and far more effec- 
tive, even for us, than “A Lesson in 
Love”—, for Pinero would have put 
endless energy and dexterity and hard 
work into the piece. He would have 
made it very difficult for us to sit back 
and ask awkward questions about the 
characters. He would have supplied 
some plausible reason for the widow's

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being engaged to the jealous, narrow 
fool who flourishes the revolver. He 
would have supplied some more in- 
herent tragedy for the “fallen” woman 
to use as a warning to’ her friend; 
after all, it was not illicit love, but 
the death of the lover that wrecked 
her life. And when he had got to the 
climax of the play, Pinero would have 
worried that revolver, that marriage 
licence, and those three people until 
he had shaken a tense, breathless scene 
out of them.- I have no particular 
fondness for the Pinero sort of thing. 

I am very glad it is dead. I merely 
object to a ghost walking so feebly. 

The performance of “A Lesson in 
Love” is full of good bits of acting, but 
they do not always fit one another or 
the play. Faversham himself, lightly 
donning a Gallic intonation, goes 
through one of his charming exhibi- 
tions of personality. No man on the 
American stage is so finely attractive, 
and no man can quite so fearlessly 
desert fine things and fine moods and 
fine methods and go back to the easy 
romantic poses and gestures of Ed- 
wardean days. Emily Stevens does 
most effectively what she sets out to 
do, but what she sets out to do seems 
a little disturbingly obvious. She be- 
gins wrongly by playing the prude in 
anything but a prude’s dress. Then, 
when passion comes to the woman, she 
throws herself into a fit of agitated 
sobbing, heaving, and shivering, which 
are dexterous enough, but which would 
land the lady in the care of a nerve 
specialist if she were not in a play. It 
is simply a pity that Besier could not 
have known in advance that Miss 
Stevens was equipped to give so re- 
markable an exhibition of emotion. He 
might have made legitimate use of it. 

The outstanding figures in the rest 
of the cast are Edward Emery, who 
is a most amusing and human dean, 
but not at all an emotional one; Gilda 
Leary, who is a most excellent and 
attractive actress—far too attractive, 
in fact, when, as the tragic mistress, 
she is described as something approach- 
ing a physical and spiritual wreck, and 
Hugh Buckler, whose method of in- 
dicating emotion is curiously bound 
up with looking at the palms of his 
hands. 


“CHAINS” 


In “Chains,” Jules Eckert Goodman, 
author of “The Man Who Came Back,” 
does what Broadway might call “an 
Owen Davis.” From plays of melo- 
drama and situation, he turns to seri- 
ous drama, as that other Harvard 
graduate turned from “Nellie, the 
Beautiful Cloak Model,” to “The De- 
tour” and “Icebound.” Davis skipped 
the gilt theatricalism of Pinero for the 
sober middle-class drama of the Man- 
chester school. Goodman, too, knows 
that the clock of the stage has made 
a few revolutions since 1900; perhaps, 
he doesn’t know just how many, but, 
at any rate, he is up to the sort of 
thing that Shaw and Stanley Houghton 
turned out in 1912. And yet, in an- 
other sense, he is not up to it, at 
least not up to doing it as well as it 
demands. This mingling of mind and 
matter, theatre and brains, excitement 
and thought, demands the liveliest 
skill. Goodman has done a capable 
piece of work; it demands our admira- 
tion, if we look at it from the level 
of “The Sporting Thing to Do” or 
“The Last Warning”; but, if we ap- 


proach it from the vantage-point of 
“Hindle Wakes” or “Getting Married,” 
we are likely to ask a great many 
embarrassing questions. The trouble 
with “Chains” is that -these questions 
are even more embarrassing to the ay. 
dience than they are to the playwright, 
They ruin the evening’s pleasure. 

“Chains” is the story of a boy and 
a girl of exceptional quality who engage 
in a passionate affair and who—not 
marrying for some reason or other—, 
can not rid themselves of a conscious. 
ness of guilt. At least, the boy can 
not, and the girl is brought back into 
his life—and into the home of his 
father and mother—, in order that the 
situation may be faced and cleaned 
up. The fact that she is a straight- 
forward, independent, far - sighted 
young person plays the mischief with 
all the conventional attitudes of the 
parents and makes good sport in the 
theatre. But this fact is also very up- 
setting to the logic of events. We 
ask questions that lead us into the 
novelist’s field of elaborate, subjective 
rationalizings. We ask why the boy 
refused to introduce this girl to his 
parents when he was at college, and we 
presume to supply the answer that 
only a novelist could give us properly— 
the tangled, guilty mind of the boy. 
We ask question after question about 
matters that Goodman leaves unex- 
plained, and, almost always, the an- 
swer can not be given in a play without 
shattering the form or requiring a 
genius as dominating as Shaw’s. Again, 
we are face to face with a ghost of the 
dead drama walking wanly and piti- 
fully in a new theatre. 

“Chains” has been exceptionally well 
directed and produced by young Wil- 
liam A. Brady, junior. The single 
room is painty and splayed and un- 
real, but the people in it are all fairly 
convincing, and they manage to get 
about in an intelligent and effective 
manner. As the father, William Morris 
is often annoying, because he is Wil- 
liam Morris and he has a very curious 
voice, but he feels and expresses many 
things very subtly. Paul Kelly does 
perhaps half as much with the boy as 
Kenneth MacKenna or Henry Hull 
could do, but he is believable anough. 
Gilbert Emery’s personality is pleasant- 
ly exhibited as the boy’s guardian 
uncle. Katherine Alexander does ex- 
ceptionally well with a flapping sister. 
The mother alone is unconvincingly 
handled by Maude Turner Gordon. 
The bulk of the play falls upon Helen 
Gahagan, who plays the girl. Miss 
Gahagan is one of those newcomers 
whom the New York stage ic so ready . 
to accept and promote these days if 
only they will show youth and charm 
and a speck of talent. Miss Gahagan 
has much more, and she will make a 
great deal of them. No young woman 
except Katherine Cornell is so ob- 
viously sure of popular success an 
perhaps something more. Miss Ga- 
hagan has a difficult task in “Chains,” 
for she must play comedy and drama 
of many sorts. She plays them all 
acceptably, and, to some scenes, she 
brings a great deal besides the neces- 
sary minimum. But, as yet, her art 
is a surface art. It is charming, mov- 
ing for the moment, but it does not 
bite deep. You have only to watch 
Miss Gahagan’s feet and the line of 
her limbs to see that emotion does 
not fill her and command her. It 
stops at the shoulders and leaves the 
rest of her body a slack, inert thing. 
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“Yes, Marion, you're perfectly right. They are so 
attractive looking, and they never seem to wear out.”

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come near together at the nose, they 
dramatize it; when they are incomplete, 
they make it comic. A pretty woman 
of my acquaintance, with regular fea- 
tures, has, nevertheless, something just 
a little droll about her looks. Eye- 
brows without beginning start half-way 
across the eyes and give her this absurd 
appearance, the reason for which one 
does not at first sight take in. An- 
other acknowledged Paris beauty would 
be perfect if there were not two hairs 
which make a point in her eyebrow. A 
heavy touch of burnt cork—a childish 
sort of make-up, used, none the less, 
with success by some brunettes—would 
give the first of these ladies the char- 
acter she lacks, while a clever beauty 
specialist with a pair of tweezers would 
turn the second into a classic beauty. 

A mode. which afflicted Paris last 
year, coming from New York, where it 
soon became common, consisted in leav- 
ing nothing visible of the eyebrows 
but the merest line of hair. Unhap- 
pily, the arch of the brow could not fol- 
low this modification, and a heavy red 
ridge cut by a thin thread of black 
formed over the uncovered eye a dis- 
eased and desolate marking. This most 
inartistic and unhealthy looking fash- 
ion has fortunately disappeared. 

Nothing is more usual than pretty— 
even lovely—eyes. In their shape, their 
colour, or their expression, they are 
nearly always charming, and the im- 
portant thing is not to spoil them by 
bad make-up. If they must be elon- 
gated, you should do it in line with the 
way they are set. The black pencil is 
dificult to manage; if its line is stopped 
abruptly at the corner of the eye, it 
seems to shorten the opening; if too 
much emphasized, it coarsens it and 
gives the appearance of spectacles; also, 
it hardens and ages the youngest faces. 

How much better, above all in the 
daytime, to use a stipple of soft crayon 
tinted in dark red, dark chestnut, 
burnt-sienna, or a mixture of powders 
—grey, blue, and brown. Kohl is be- 
coming only to certain very large, 
limpid eyes. Large blue circles give at 
night a strange and rather fascinating 
effect; but, by day, they suggest mere- 
ly the results of a boxing-match. 


PENCILLING THE EYES 


To judge of the effect of make-up on 
the eyes, look at them from far off; 
certain marks of the pencil, almost un- 
noticeable at close quarters, have an 
excellent appearance from a distance. 

If you wish to make your eyes more 
brilliant by the use of an eye-wash, be 
sure first to consult your oculist. Most 
of these drugs, said to be harmless, 
have for foundation belladonna, an 
active poison. 

Colouring for eyelashes comes for all 
eyes. I can only advise you, when 
using it, to keep your mouth wide open; 
this, odd as it may seem, prevents your 
putting the little brush in your eye! 

A pretty nose is a rare gift. Even 
in faces considered pretty, one sees few 
perfect specimens. If your nose is of 
undue proportion, be careful not to 
whiten it too much, for that will make 
it appear larger still. Be content with 
making it the basic colour of your skin 
and slightly deepening the tint on each 
side. If the nose is too small, a faint, 
light line should be traced below it to 
lengthen it. If it is too long, it should 
be marked round the nostrils with a 
slight tint of dark rose; white should 
never be put on the extreme tiv. 

Lip rouge should be bright for night 
wear and darker for the daytime. Some 
women use a liquid kind and even col- 
our the gums. A large mouth should 
never be tinted in the corners; a small 
one, on the contrary, should be rouged

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to the very ends. Colour put on in 
the middle of a long, overstraight

You can understand, Mademoiselle 
on reflection, the painstaking care 
which a woman of taste must employ 
to achieve the perfect result that you 
admire, for she must take into con- 
sideration the time, the quality of the 
products she uses, and, above all, the 
way of using them. 


INDIVIDUAL APPLICATION 


Every woman of to-day should know 
what kind of skin she has and treat 
it accordingly. Those with oily com- 
plexions should use fluids or lotions: 
those with dry ones, light creams. All 
varieties of paste, including white— 
thick or thin—, should be reserved for 
the evening. A heavy make-up is not 
in good taste, and it is only permissible 
at all on a very young woman. A 
too white nose or too pink cheeks 
might be amusing on a piquant face 
with a fine, firm skin; either would 
be lamentable upon the countenance 
of an elderly person. 

As a woman grows older, she should 
use a lighter make-up with powders 
of a deeper tone to make appear more 
delicate features that may have a 
tendency to thicken. 

Fashion, too, wills that we follow 
nature in this particular respect: 
“Those elderly pink faces which it 
shocks one to see,” as de Musset said, 
are no more the mode to-day than in 
1840. 

For some time, women have been 
using brownish powder; some have 
even pushed their enthusiasm so far 
as to go bare-headed in the dog-days, 
their faces motionless and turned to 
the sun. At the end of a few days, 
they take on a tint of walnut or choco- 
late colour which makes them look 
like young mulattoes. For a year or 
so, this was found ravishing, but, to- 
day, less flattering expressions follow 
those who return in this state from 
their vacations. 

For the moment, probably as a re- 
action, complexions are fair. Some 
people are even daring to show very 
white skins. Mademoiselle Marnac, 
among others, presents a pale face 
under her black hair, with a very strange 
effect. These marble hues are, however, 
more in place in the evening. By day, 
it is better not to plaster yourself, but, 
on the contrary, to let your own skin, 
warm and fine-grained, show beneath 
the powder. A touch of rouge added 
to the chin will complete a successful 
make-up. 

Every woman should study the style 
and character of her face and should 
then arrange her appearance accord- 
ingly. A little, fair, gay visage with 
fluffy hair about it should not be 
made up like that of a melancholy bru- 
nette with flat-banded hair. Since 
each of us has a personality, we should 
bring it to the fore and even accent 
it. If your instinct does not guide 
you, study in the museums pictures 
of the women painted by the great 
masters, and gain inspiration there, 
though, of course, you must not ex- 
aggerate. Feminine types reduce them- 
selves to a few examples, but varia- 
tions within each type are countless. 
It is for you to judge or to find out 
to what type you belong.

VOGUE 


AMONG THE SAUCEPANS

Our requirements led us to the base- 
ment of a well-known department store 
where we bought a series of four alu- 
minum saucepans of various sizes, but 
rather small than large. 

In France, we use only copper—pew- 
ter-lined copper. But that is an ex- 
pensive luxury in the States, chiefly 
because it needs “elbow-grease” to 
clean and careful surveillance to pre- 
vent the pewter from wearing down 
too low. So we decided on four alu- 
minum saucepans, a deep cast-iron, 
heavy-covered cauldron, a _ colander, 
three small wire strainers of different 
mesh, and a three-dollar gas-oven that 
fitted over one of the holes on our 
minute stove. And that was all, save, 
of course, such necessary containers as 
two bowls, and some knives, spoons, 
and ladles with which to handle the 
food; but the wooden spoon was very 
prominent in the number. 

What did we eat? Everything! That 
is, everything that was fresh and in 
season. The kinds of food that come 
with each change of season are so 
numerous and ways of accommodating 
them so various that it would seem only 
a depraved palate that craves strawber- 
ries in December and partridge in May. 

It took Catherine a day or two to 
get used to her tiny oven, to regulat- 
ing the gas so as to obtain the proper 
supply and required temperatures, so, 
for the time being, oven roasts and 
such things as soufflés and pastry were 
abandoned. But I still have the remem- 
brance of our first shoulder of mutton 
en casserole, the simple recipe for which 
I can not resist giving. For, once on 
the stove, it can be forgotten until one 
is ready to consume it. The chief thing 
to be remembered is the hour at which 
it is to be served, for it can not be 
rushed! If it is for one o’clock lunch- 
eon, it should be ordered the night be- 
fore so that it can be on the stove at 
nine in the morning, at the latest. 
SHOULDER OF MUTTON EN CASSEROLE 

Into a deep iron pot is put a rolled 
and boned shoulder of mutton. This 
way of preparing’ meat is not common 
in the States, but we always found 
butchers most obliging when we ex- 
plained that, once dressed, the meat 
should look like the proverbial roll of 
jelly-cake. The roll should fit nicely 
into the bottom of the pot, and, after 
it is seasoned with salt and freshly 
ground pepper, a piece of butter the 
size of a bird’s egg should be dropped 
on either side of the roast. 

Three small onions are peeled and 
added. (One need not fear the dan- 
ger of that disagreeable odour or after- 
taste.) If it is the season, one me- 
dium-sized tomato is placed without 
peeling directly on top of the meat. 
When these directions have been care- 
fully followed, a sheet of white paper 
(any kind, so long as it is clean) 
should be carefully cut to a size two or 
three inches bigger than the cover of 
the pot, greased slightly with a little 
bacon or pork fat—to economize but- 
ter—, and then fitted tightly over the 
tomato-topped shoulder of mutton, 
half-way between the cover and the 
meat. The object of this is to prevent 
the fymes from escaping and to force 
the vapour to condense, thus basting 
the meat. 

The lid is now put on. As it is rare 
to find one that fits hermetically, a 
weight of some kind—a flat iron will 
do—is placed on top, to hold it down. 
For, from the time a small, thin flame 
of gas is lighted beneath that pot 
until the moment of serving, some four 
hours later, that lid must under no cir- 
cumstances be removed. Failure is the 
price of curiosity! 


When it is ready to serve, the cover 
is removed, the meat sliced and placed 
on a hot platter, and the gravy (there 
will be but little) poured over it 
through a fine strainer. A dish of 
white beans is served as the vege- 
table. 

The secret of success lies in the 
evenness of the fire; if the heat is ir- 
regular, either raw meat or a charred 
morsel will be the result. It is all a 
matter of preliminary pains. 

Many other delicious dishes were 
prepared by Catherine in that tiny 
kitchenette. Recipes for some of those 
dishes are the following. 


LE GRATIN DAUPHINOIS 


Raw, peeled potatoes are sliced into 
a shallow baking dish, preferably of 
earthenware, until it is three-quarters 
full. Sufficient milk to cover the po- 
tatoes is measured, and into it are beat- 
en an egg—yolk and white—and a 
small quantity of grated cheese (Swiss 
it possible). Salt and pepper are 
added, and the mixture is poured over 
the potatoes. Four small squares of 
butter are placed on the gratin, after 
which it is set in a very hot oven and 
baked for an hour and three-quarters. 
It should be served in the baking dish. 


GUINEA-FOWL AUX CHOUX 


An ordinary-sized guinea-fowl is 
plumed, cleaned—it should never be 
washed, wiping with a clean cloth is 
preferable—, and prepared as for roast- 
ing. In a saucepan, enough butter to 
cover the bottom when melted is placed 
and heated over a quick fire. When 
it has turned to nut colour, the guinea- 
fowl is plunged into it and turned over 
with a fork as each side becomes crisp. 
As soon as it has become brown all 
over, a mere pinch of flour is dusted 
over it; after this, it is turned again 
and again in order to cook the flour. 
Three cups of beef stock are then 
added, together with a quarter of a 
pound of salt pork cut in dice and a 
bouquet (this latter is simply two or 
three sprigs of parsley, a laurel leaf, 
and a branch of thyme, bound together 
with a piece of twine or linen thread). 
In the meantime, a cabbage has been 
stripped and dropped leaf by leaf into 
a cauldron of boiling water. A piece 
of salt pork—about three-quarters of a 
pound, mixed fat and lean—and two 
teaspoonfuls of grease are added. This 
grease may be either pork, goose, or 
chicken drippings; beef or mutton 
should never be chosen, as they do 
not melt well. The cabbage should be 
boiled until tender, but not cooked too 
long. The cabbage is then lifted out, 
drained dry, and kept warm while two 
carrots and an ordinary sausage are 
cut into small, round pieces. 
smooth-sided mould is buttered and, 
at the bottom, the rounds of carrot 
and sausage, side by side, are arranged 
to form a design. The salt pork cooked 
with the cabbage is next cut into strips, 
and the sides of the mould are lined 
with them, vertically. In case one can 
not procure the necessary quality of 
salt pork, strips of bacon may be used 
as an alternative. It is even better and 
may be used to cover the contents 
later on. 

The guinea-fowl, which should now 
be three-quarters cooked, is removed 
from the saucepan and carved in 
French fashion — without slicing the 
breast, but splitting the bird and di- 
viding it, after the wings and legs have 
been removed, into four or six equal 
pieces. 

The final operation is as follows. 

Into the mould are laid a layer 0

They 
are never the preposterous kind of 
people that are always getting into 
our plays about literary and _ social 
luminaries. I was going to say that 
there seems to be practically nothing 
below the surface. It would be better 
to say that the surface materials run 
all the way through. These people 
are like brick: you find out nothing 
new about them, discover no beauties 
and no blemishes by cutting through 
the outside; they are brick to the 
centre. Life is much more like a 
plastered wall, veneered wood, a 
groomed lawn. Rip off the plaster. 
get below the varnish and the top soil. 
and all manner of unexpected things 
develop. Sometimes, you come on 
fine old rough-hewn oak or the living 
springs that renew the world. Dodd 
finds none of these things in his people. 


You feel that such a crash in any 
family would bring out terrible and 
beautiful urgencies; a hovering in- 
tensity of life: at any rate, something 


that would make you draw breath just 
a little deeper. 

Conservatism is not so terrible a 
thing: nor radicalism, either. But 
complacency is the horror from which 
all artists flee. I dislike to think that 


Dodd is complacent about life, that 
he is content with these people and 
their rabbit-hutch ease.

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its supply of humour would be suffi- 
cient to its ends. But the thing is thin 
and obvious and conventional, and, 
without the exceedingly effective per- 
formance that Belasco gives it, “Mary, 
Mary” would be very, very dull. 

Ervine’s comedy is the latest in a 
long string of comedies in which Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell has collaborated with 
various English and American authors. 
The last was Harry Wagstaff Grib- 
ble’s “The Outrageous Mrs. Palmer.” 
The obstreperous doings of the young 
Mrs. Campbell set up a tradition of 
irresponsible heroines which has left its 
mark on almost every writer of comedy 
in England and on not a few in 
America. The so-called artistic temper- 
ament was inevitably doomed to the 
exploitation of modern sophisticated 
comedy, but Mrs. Campbell’s verbal 
pranks hit up the pace by showing 
all the English-speaking world how 
amusing in real life such a person could 
be. “Mary, Mary, Quite Contrary” 
is merely the story of a middle-aged 
actress of this sort who descends upon 
the family of a promising poetic play- 
wright. Its first act is solidly amusing. 
By the time it becomes necessary to 
introduce a little invention—which is 
along towards the second act—, Ervine 
runs dry, and so does the entertain- 
ment. 

Belasco has managed to conceal a 
good deal of the weakness of the play 
by putting Mrs. Fiske into the leading 
part, rejuvenating her with artful 
lights, stimulating wer to her utmost 
efforts, and supplying players like C. 
Aubrey Smith, A. P. Kaye, and Len- 
nox Pawle as background. Mrs. Fiske 
is almost a new Mrs. Fiske in “Mary, 
Mary.” The fact that she can seem 
young enough to stir the passions of 
a boy is a minor miracle, rather un- 
gracious to stress. Her real distinction 
lies in the artful exuberance with 
which she carries off the part. She 
has not played so well in many years. 

Exaggeration clouds the pleasure of 
the performance and sometimes stresses 
the weaknesses of Ervine as much as 
it hides them. Belasco’s fearless ex- 
travagance in casting and deft hand 
in rehearsal strengthen the play, but 
every now and then, some attempt 
to supply stuffing in place of substance 
becomes too evident. Thus, that capi- 
tal comedian, A. P. Kaye, laying it 
on heavy in the part of a theatrical 
manager, makes FErvine’s burlesque al- 
together too obvious. To buck up the 
middle of the play, Belasco brings Mrs. 
Fiske and C. Aubrey Smith in dressed 
in rubber boots and sou’westers after 
a night at sea in a rowboat. It is 
priceless, of course, to see Mrs. Fiske 
daintily cross her knees in leg-gear. 
But, sooner or later—in spite of all 
the fun—, you begin to think that some- 
body ought to supply an excuse for 
keeping on deep-sea costumes in a 
drawing-room. 

In “Mary, Mary,” Belasco presents 
for the first time to the American 
public two English juveniles of charm 
and promise, Francis Lister and Nora 
Swinburne, and a newly perfected light- 
ing system. 

“A LESSON IN LOVE” 

Ten years ago, Rudolph Besier was 
one of England’s brilliant playwrights. 
He had written only one successful 
play, but it had qualities of under- 
standing, sensitiveness, wit, and char- 
acterization which stamped its author 
as the equal of any writer for the En- 
glish-speaking stage, barring Shaw. This 
play. “Don,” was buried with expensive 
solemnities in the mausoleum of the 
New Theatre in 1910. Besier’s repu- 
tation was interred bit by bit, as “Lady 





Patricia” and a few more weak or 
obvious works succeeded “Don.” In 
“Secrets,” with the aid of May Edg- 
ington, Besier was telling last season a 
sentimental, long-winded, but not in- 
effective, love-story. Now, in company 
with the same lady, he is back doing 
the sort of thing that Pinero and Alfred 
Sutro and Haddon Chambers used to 
do—, and he is not doing it half so 
well. “A Lesson in Love,” in which 
William Faversham and Emily Stevens 
are co-starring, is a simple story, built 
for purposes of excitement only, and 
not very efficient at achieving its pur- 
poses. Faversham in directing the 
play adds to the dubious queries which 
the author forces the audience to think 
about when it ought not to be think- 
ing at all. 

The story is obvious, but perfectly 
possible. The London title, “The 
Prude’s Fall,” condenses most of it 
into three words. A certain widow 
cuts the acquaintance of an old friend 
who is in trouble—cuts it publicly and 
painfully. Her reason is that the 
friend found she didn’t love her hus- 
band and ran away to live in South 
Africa with a man she did love. The 
husband brutally refused a divorce, 
and, while felicity still smiled on the 
couple, the lover died. Now, when 
the aforesaid widow cut the acquaint- 
ance of the erring one, a certain French 
explorer happened to be present. He 
discovered that he had fallen in love 
with a prude—a situation decidedly 
distressing to a Frenchman. He made 
it his business thereafter to awaken a 
love this woman had never felt and 
to drive her to do what the fallen 
friend had done. Of course, at the 
final moment of surrender, with out- 
raged relatives and a furious fiancé 
milling about her, the Frenchman pro- 
duced a marriage licence and put an 
end to the play. 

Up to the last act, the story is man- 
aged with a fair amount of skill, though 
with no originality at all. Its people 
are stuffed figures, but these mario- 
nettes jump about in a more or less 
efficient manner. Everything seems 
set for the proper kind of English the- 
atrical success, when along comes the 
fiancé’s revolver and the lover’s mar- 
riage licence, and Besier and Miss 
Fdgington are under the necessity of 
seizing a scene and shaking real ex- 
citement out of it. At this point, 
Pinero would go into a highly ex- 
citing exposition of the widow’s emo- 
tions at discovering that her lover 
had put her through all this torture 
and hullabaloo to improve her char- 
acter. Pinero would work up a set of 
recriminations that would leave us in 
the gravest doubt about the identity 
of a marriage licence and a happy end- 
ing. Besier, having let us outguess him 
at every turn of the plot, meekly calls 
“Curtain!” after producing the most 
obvious turn of all! 

Here is the drama of good King 
Edward VII. fallen into the sear and 
yellow leaf—no depth of character, no 
depth of thought, no depth of true 
feeling. There were never any of these 


playwrights of twenty years ago. Sim- 
ply a good, if somewhat obvious, turn 
to a_ situation involving passion. 
Pinero would have made an exciting 
play out this material—exciting at 
least for this time, and far more effec- 
tive, even for us, than “A Lesson in 
Love’—, for Pinero would have put 
endless energy and dexterity and hard 
work into the piece. He would have 
made it very difficult for us to sit back 
and ask awkward questions about the 
characters. He would have supplied 


some plausible reason for the widow’s

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being engaged to the jealous, narrow 
fool who flourishes the revolver. He 
would have supplied some more in- 
herent tragedy for the “fallen” woman 
to use as a warning to’ her friend; 
after all, it was not illicit love, but 
the death of the lover that wrecked 
her life. And when he had got to the 
climax of the play, Pinero would have 
worried that revolver, that marriage 
licence, and those three people until 
he had shaken a tense, breathless scene 
out of them.- I have no particular 
fondness for the Pinero sort of thing. 

I am very glad it is dead. I merely 
object to a ghost walking so feebly. 

The performance of “A Lesson in 
Love” is full of good bits of acting, but 
they do not always fit one another or 
the play. Faversham himself, lightly 
donning a Gallic intonation, goes 
through one of his charming exhibi- 
tions of personality. No man on the 
American stage is so finely attractive, 
and no man can quite so fearlessly 
desert fine things and fine moods and 
fine- methods and go back to the easy 
and gestures of Ed- 


romantic poses 
wardean days. Emily Stevens does 
most effectively what she sets out to 


do, but what she sets out to do seems 
a little disturbingly obvious. She be- 
gins wrongly by playing the prude in 
anything but a prude’s dress. Then, 
when passion comes to the woman, she 
throws herself into a fit of agitated 
sobbing, heaving, and shivering, which 
are dexterous enough, but which would 
land the lady in the care of a nerve 
specialist if she were not in a play. It 
is simply a pity that Besier could not 
have known in advance that Miss 
Stevens was equipped to give so re- 
markable an exhibition of emotion. He 
might have made legitimate use of it. 

The outstanding figures in the rest 
of the cast are Edward Emery, who 
is a most amusing and human dean, 
but not at all an emotional one; Gilda 
Leary, who is a most excellent and 
attractive actress—far too attractive, 
in fact, when, as the tragic mistress, 
she is described as something approach- 
ing a physical and spiritual wreck, an 
Hugh Buckler, whose method of i 
dicating emotion is curiously bound 
up with looking at the palms of his 
hands. 


“CHAINS” 


In “Chains,” Jules Eckert Goodman, 
author of “The Man Who Came Back,” 
does what Broadway might call “an 
Owen Davis.” From plays of melo- 
drama and situation, he turns to seri- 
ous drama, as that other Harvard 
graduate turned from “Nellie, the 
Beautiful Cloak Model,” to “The De- 
tour” and “Icebound.” Davis skipped 
the gilt theatricalism of Pinero for the 
sober middle-class drama of the Man- 
chester school. Goodman, too, knows 
that the clock of the stage has made 
a few revolutions since 1900; perhaps, 
he doesn’t know just how many, but, 


at any rate, he is up to the sort of 
thing that Shaw and Stanley Houghton 
turned out in 1912. And yet, in an- 
other sense, he is not up to it, at 


least not up to doing it as well as it 
demands. This mingling of f mind and 
matter, theatre and brains, excitement 
and thought, demands the liveliest 
skill. Goodman has done a capable 
piece of work: it demands our admira- 
tion, if we look at it from the level 
of “The Sporting Thing to Do” or 
“The Last Warning”; but, if we ap- 
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proach it from the vantage-point of 
“Hindle Wakes” or “Getting Married,” 
we are likely to ask a great many 
embarrassing questions. The trouble 
with “Chains” is that these questions 
are even more embarrassing to the au- 
dience than they are to the playwright. 
They ruin the evening’s pleasure. 

“Chains” is the story of a boy and 
a girl of exceptional quality who engage 
in a passionate affair and who—not 
marrying for some reason or other—, 
can not rid themselves of a conscious- 
ness of guilt. At least, the boy can 
not, and the girl is brought back into 
his life—and into the home of his 
father and mother—, in order that the 
situation may be faced and cleaned 
up. The fact that she is a straight- 
forward, independent, far - sighted 
young person plays the mischief with 
all the conventional attitudes of the 
parents and makes good sport in the 
theatre. But this fact is also very up- 
setting to the logic of events. We 
ask questions that lead us into the 
novelist’s field of elaborate, subjective 
rationalizings. We ask why the boy 
refused to introduce this girl to his 
parents when he was at college, and we 
presume to supply the answer that 
only a novelist could give us properly— 
the tangled, guilty mind of the boy. 
We ask question after question about 
matters that Goodman leaves unex- 
plained, and, almost always, the an- 
swer can not be given in a play without 
shattering the form or requiring a 
genius as dominating as Shaw’s. Again, 
we are face to face with a ghost of the 
dead drama walking wanly and piti- 
fully in a new theatre. 

“Chains” has been exceptionally well 
directed and produced by young Wil- 
liam A. Brady, junior. The single 
room is painty and splayed and un- 
real, but the people in it are all fairly 
convincing, and they manage to get 
about in an intelligent and effective 
manner. As the father, William Morris 
is often annoying, because he is Wil- 
liam Morris and he has a very curious 
voice, but he feels and expresses many 


things very subtly. Paul Kelly does 
perhaps half as much with the boy as 
Kenneth MacKenna or Henry Hull 


could do, but he is believable anough. 
Gilbert Emery’s personality is pleasant- 
ly exhibited as the boy’s guardian 
uncle. Katherine Alexander does ex- 
ceptionally well with a flapping sister. 
The mother alone is unconvincingly 
handled by Maude Turner Gordon. 
The bulk of the play falls upon Helen 
Gahagan, who plays the girl. Miss 
Gahagan is one of those newcomers 
whom the New York stage ic so ready 
to accept and promote these days if 
only they will show youth and charm 
and a speck of talent. Miss Gahagan 
has much more, and she will make a 
great deal of them. No young woman 
except Katherine Cornell is so ob- 
viously sure of popular success and 
perhaps something more. Miss Ga- 
hagan has a difficult task in “Chains,” 
for she must play comedy and drama 
of many sorts. She plays them all 
acceptably, and, to some scenes, she 
brings a great deal besides the neces- 
sary minimum. But, as yet, her art 
is a surface art. It is charming, mov- 
ing for the moment, but it does not 
bite deep. You have only to watch 
Miss Gahagan’s feet and the line of 
her limbs to see that emotion does 
not fill her and command her. It 
stops at the shoulders and leaves the 
rest of her body a slack, inert thing. 
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“Yes, Marion, you're perfectly right. They are so 
attractive looking, and they never seem to wear out.”

added to this, the veils, the veils, the 
veils! 

During the reign of Louis XV., a 
little ballet, which still has vitality, 
satirized the cosmetic excesses of the 
ancients to the great gaiety of a court 
itself inordinately artificial. It was 
entitled “L’Empire de la Mode.” Bril- 
liantly tattooed savages came swarming 
out of the woods to sell to a passing 
caravan of Roman merchants Arabian 
unguents and pomailes, perfumes and 
eye-paint, which the merchants later 
made fashionable among the Roman 
ladies. The faces of the savages were 
gorgeously lacquered “not to allow to 
appear the movements of their souls.” 
It was this same theory—the theory 
that expression was the ruin of faces 
and repose, a Buddha-like repose, the 
most alluring of charms—that gave 
character to the cosmetic fads and fol- 
lies of Cleopatra’s time. 


THE FIRST ANTI-ROUGE LEAGUE 


The ancient satirists lampooned wit- 
tily in verse the painted women of the 
Empire. Purpurissum was to them a 
delicious joke. Other writers taking 
the craze more seriously drew a bitter 
picture of a Roman levee. But the 
ladies of Corinth, of Lesbia, of Alex- 
andria, and of Rome only laughed; as 
the Biblical beauties had laughed at 
the prophets’ anathemas; as La Val- 
li¢re, Pompadour, and their circles 
laughed later at Boileau’s and Buf- 
fon’s sermons against le fard; as women 
then, now, and ever will, world with- 
out end, laugh at man’s anger against 
rouge. And yet, was it not a man, and 
an angel at that, who appeared to wo- 
men and advised them to apply false 
colours to their faces? In Puvis de 
Chavannes’s poetic interpretation of 
this heavenly personage, Azael looks as 
if that were the last thing he would 
think of doing 

The celebrated Turin papyrus (hard- 
ly to be recommended for a summer 
day and a hammock, but never mind!) 
contains some vigorous caricatures of 
the sacred and classic cosmetic rites, 
which are as simple and pure in line 
as a drawing by Fish. At the Metro- 
politan Art Museum, one may hang 
entranced over a case containing some 
of the very objects depicted by the 
artists of the papyrus: cosmetic-jars 
of alabaster, of blue marble, of slate 
and argonite and breccia; toilet bronzes 
which might have been used by Pop- 
pea making up with elaborate care and 
a heavily shadowed eye to meet Ne 
at the games; a palette for mixing 
green eye-paint; a toilet-dish held by 
a swimming girl modelled by Poly- 
cletus; a cosmetic spoon—in those 
days, they put it on with a spoon!—; 
kohl tubes and sticks for making 
enormous and amorous velvet eyes; 
and countless other paraphernalia. 
There are, too, the special ointment- 
jars from offering chambers in the 
Valley of the Kings—even the dear, 
dead women were not happy without 
seven sorts of rouge and five of salve, 
not to mention tablets of crystal and 
ivory on which to write orders for more 

Through each century, indeed, that 
fills in the chinks, it was rouge, rouge 
all the way. The very heyday of its 
popularity, however, came with the 
restoration of the Stuarts to the En- 
glish throne, when every sort of artifice, 
every folly of dress, invaded pell-mell 
the social sanctuaries of fashionable 
life. Modesty was defined by Madame 
d’Epinay as “that beautiful virtue 
one attaches to oneself with pins.” 
Rouge was the universal resource. To 
peer under the bonnet of any pretty 
woman one met was to find it blush- 
ing and unashamed.

It was called quite simply “the Red” 
in Caroline times. In Congreve’s Way 
of the World, Lady Wishfort implores 
her maid to fetch her “the Red, sweet- 
heart. Complexion, darling. Paint, 
fool! Paint, paint!” Till then, the 
stifly starched colony of the Faubourg 
Saint-Germain had struggled sternly t 
uphold the cosmetic code of the vir- 
tuous woman. For such a thing existed 
in spite of excesses on the part of dis- 
solute royalty, fast-living Englist 
grandes dames, and many others. The 
Faubourg held that “only in intimacy, 
in bed, or on great ceremonial occa- 
sions” was rouge comme il faut. It 
ruled out absolutely the use of rouge 
in the daytime, “save on the day of 
Noces, when it is found necessary t 
dissimulate emotion.” Could anything 
be more delightful! 

But another code, the Napoleonic, 
snuffed out the admirable restraints 
of “good women.” The Empress 
Josephine shattered all “farding” rec- 
ords. Her bill for rouge alone in 1800 
Was twenty-seven hundred francs 
Napoleon forced all the ladies of his 
court to imitate her. Terrible was his 
frown at the sight of a pale woman— 
and her husband received no promo- 
tion. A levee must have looked like 
a scene from the Chauve-Souris. And. 
then, Marie-Louise came along with 
her skin like a glorious carnation. Poor 
Josephine! Heart-breaking! Enamel- 
cracking! The Viennese pink-and-white 
cut her more deeply than the imperial 
A woman can forgive any- 
thing in another woman except a per- 
fectly natural complexion. 

A pomade rouge, brilliant as a 
poppy, seems to have been the favour- 
ite at this period. The de Goncourts 
mention in their journal the possession 
of a pot of rouge which had once be- 
longed to Madame Martin, wife of one 
of the celebrated makers of Vernis 
Martin varnish. After one hundred 
years, it was still as good as her hus- 
band’s lacquer. 

In the reign of Louis-Quatorze, the 
thin, pale-lipped de Maintenon held out 
notably against rouge; but, from the 
First Empire on, there appears no great 
social figure who wasted a thought on 
a once burning soliloquy. To rouge or 
not to rouge was no longer the ques- 
tion. The demoiselles of the aristoc- 
racy were as rosy under their bon- 
nets as the daughters of the tabatiére 
In the present enlightened year of our 
Lord, the sums expended on cosmetics 
leave all records pale. The chemists 
are Creesuses. women their accomplices 
It is fantastic legerdemain, this waving 
of a rabbit’s foot. and presto!—a great, 
industrial Golconda, a mass of fascin- 
ating literature, and a solaced and 
more seductive womankind!

WHEN ART IMITATED NATURE 


There is much in the annals of arti- 
fice to make one smile, much to make 
one sad; there is much poetry. The 
poetry is rococo to-day, thanks to the 
imagination and tempting elegance 
with which toilet craftsmen present 
their wares. But there was a period 
when the sweet energies of coquetry 
were of a Wordsworthian innocence 
and charm. Then was when _ books 
like the classic Toilet of Flora in- 
structed ladies in how to be beautiful 
at one sitting—before their looking- 
glasses—and without the sophisticated 
assistance of Méessieurs Houbigant, 
Guerlain, et Cie.

During the reign of Louis XV. a 
little ballet, which still has vitality, 
satirized the cosmetic excesses of the 
ancients to the great gaiety of a court 
itself inordinately artificial. It was 
entitled “L’Empire de la Mode.” Bril- 
liantly tattooed savages came swarming 
out of the woods to sell to a passing 
caravan of Roman merchants Arabian 
unguents and pomades, perfumes and 
which the merchants later 
made fashionable among the Roman 
ladies. 
gorgeously lacquered “not to allow to 
appear the movements of their souls.” 
It was this same theory—the theory 
that expression was the ruin of faces 
and repose, a Buddha-like repose, the 
most alluring of charms—that gave 
character to the cosmetic fads and fol- 


lies of Cleopatra’s time. 
THE FIRST ANTI-ROUGE LEAGUE 


The ancient satirists lampooned wit- 
tily in verse the painted women of the 
Empire. Purpurissum was to them a 
delicious joke. Other writers taking 
the craze more seriously drew a bitter 
picture of a Roman levee. But the 
ladies of Corinth, of Lesbia, of Alex- 
andria, and of Rome only laughed; as 
the Biblical beauties had laughed at 
the prophets’ anathemas; as La Val- 
liére, Pompadour, and their circles 
laughed later at Boileau’s and Buf- 
fon’s sermons against le fard; as women 
then, now, and ever will, world with- 
out end, laugh at man’s anger against 
rouge. And yet, was it not a man, and 
an angel at that, who appeared to wo- 
men and advised them to apply false 
colours to their faces? In Puvis de 
Chavannes’s. poetic interpretation of 
this heavenly ‘personage, Azael looks as 
if that were the last thing he would 
think of doing. 

The celebrated Turin papyrus (hard- 
ly to be recommended for a summer 
day and a hammock, but never mind!) 
contains some vigorous caricatures of 
the sacred and classic cosmetic rites, 
which are as simple and pure in line 
as.a drawing by Fish. At the Metro- 
politan Art Museum, one may hang 
entranced over a case containing some 
of the very objects depicted by the 
artists of the papyrus: cosmetic-jars 
of alabaster, of blue marble, of slate 
and argonite and breccia; toilet bronzes 
which might have been used by Pop- 
pa making up with elaborate care and 
a heavily shadowed eye to meet Nero 
a palette for mixing 
green eye-paint; a toilet-dish held by 
a swimming girl modelled by Poly- 
cletus; a cosmetic spoon—in_ those 
days, they put it on with a spoon!— 
kohl tubes and sticks for making 
enormous and amorous velvet eyes; 
and countless other paraphernalia. 
There are, too, the special ointment- 
jars from offering chambers in the 





Valley of the Kings—even the dear, 
dead women were not happy without 
seven sorts of rouge and five of salve, 
not to mention tablets of crystal and 


| ivory on which to write orders for more. 


Through each century, indeed, that 
fills in.the chinks, it was rouge, rouge 


| all the way. The very heyday of its 


popularity, however, came with the 


| restoration of the Stuarts to the En- 
| glish throne, when every sort of artifice, 
| every folly, of dress, invaded pell-mell 


the . §6ctal* sanctuaries of fashionable 
life. aha was defined by Madame 
iat ay “ds “that beautiful virtue 

ne“Attaches “téz, oneself with pins.’ 
| Rouge the Wniversal resource. To

“womaty one met’ was to find it blush- 
“ing ard unashamed. 


The faces of the savages were . 


It was called quite simply “the Red” 
in Caroline times. In Congreve's Way 
of the World, Lady Wishfort implores 
her maid to fetch her “the Red sweet. 
heart. Complexion, darling. Paint. 
fool! Paint, paint!” Till then, the 
stiffly starched colony of the Fa ibourg 
Saint-Germain had struggled sternly to 
uphold the cosmetic code of the vir. 
tuous woman. For such a thing existed 
in spite of excesses on the part of dis. 
solute royalty, fast-living English 
grandes dames, and many others. The 
—~ held that “only in intimacy, 

1 bed, or on great ceremonia! occa- 
sions” was rouge comme il faut. It 
ruled out absolutely the use of rouge 
in the daytime, “save on the day of 
Noces, when it is found necessary to 
dissimulate emotion.” Could anything 
be more -delightful! 

But another code, the Napoleonic, 
snuffed out the admirable restraints 
of “good women.” The Empress 
Josephine shattered all “farding” rec- 
ords. Her bill for rouge alone in 1800 
was twenty-seven hundred francs, 
Napoleon forced all the ladies of his 
court to imitate her. Terrible was his 
frown at the sight of a pale woman— 
and her husband received no promo- 
tion. A levee must have looked like 
a scene from the Chauve-Souris. And, 
then, Marie-Louise came along with 
her skin like a glorious carnation. Poor 
Josephine! Heart-breaking! Enamel- 
cracking! The Viennese pink-and-white 
cut her more deeply than the imperial 
divorce. A woman can forgive any- 
thing in another woman except a per- 
fectly natural complexion. 

A pomade rouge, brilliant as a 
poppy, seems to have been the favour- 
ite at this period. The de Goncourts 
mention in their journal the possession 
of a pot of rouge which had once be- 
longed to Madame Martin, wife of one 
of the celebrated makers of Vernis 
Martin varnish. After one hundred 
years, it was still as good as her hus- 
band’s lacquer. 

In the reign of Louis-Quatorze, the 
thin, pale-lipped de Maintenon held out 
notably against rouge; but, from the 
First Empire on, there appears no great 
social figure who wasted a thought on 
a once burning soliloquy. To rouge or 
not to rouge was no longer the ques- 
tion. The demoiselles of the aristoc- 
racy were as rosy under their bon- 
nets as the daughters of the tabatiére. 
In the present enlightened year of our 
Lord, the sums expended on cosmetics 
leave all records pale. The chemists 
are Creesuses, women their accomplices. 
It is fantastic legerdemain, this waving 
of a rabbit’s foot, and presto!—a great, 
industrial Golconda, a mass of fascin- 
ating literature, and a solaced and 
more seductive womankind! 


WHEN ART IMITATED NATURE 


There is much in the annals of arti- 
fice to make one smile, much to make 
one sad; there is much poetry.

cabbage, a layer of guinea-fowl, then 
a layer of cabbage, a layer of cooked 
sausage, alternating until the mould is 
full, pressing each layer down with the 
back of a spoon. The final layer should 
be of cabbage. The sauce in ‘which the 
guinea-fow! was first cooked is strained 
into the mould, and the contents are 
allowed to absorb all the liquid possi- 
ble. The flaps of bacon should be 
made to overlap the contents, a cover 
is put on, and the mould put into the 
oven to bake for forty minutes. When 
ready to serve, the shape is turned out 
of the mould on a round platter. The 
strips of bacon may be rolled and used 
for garnishing. If there is not enough 
sauce—and there will be very little—, 
there may still be some in the sauce- 
pan in which the fowl was cooked. This 
may be heated and strained over the 
mould before serving. But let one add 
the caution to beware of what the 
French call “long” sauce; there 
should be hardly a spoonful for each 
person. No French dish ever swims 
in sauce. 

The operations in this recipe may 
seem many, but they are not compli- 
cated and, if followed carefully, will 
achieve a result well worth the pains. 


BEEF A LA MODE 


This dish, excellent when eaten hot, 
and equally good sliced thin and served 
with a salad the next day, has nothing 
in common — thank heaven — with 
what my sainted grandmother used to 
call pot-roast. I have vague childhood 
remembrances of a stringy, tasteless 
piece of beef, covered with a watery 
sauce, which was served us during the 
preserving season, under pretext that 
it needed no attention and thus left 
the cook free for more important work. 
To all those who share such recollec- 
tions, I dedicate the following recipe. 

A piece of soup meat of about three 
or four pounds is required—the bigger 
the better, as the meat remains more 
juicy—. which should be larded. 


With it, in a deep covered iron pot, — 
are put salt and pepper, a half-dozen 
dice of salt pork (both fat and lean), 
a generous piece of garlic, three or four 
shalots, a half-dozen tiny white onions, 
two medium-sized carrots, a bouquet of 
parsley, thyme, and laurel—as explained 
before—, and, last of all. a split calf’s 
foot, one-half on either side of the roll 
of beef. The calf’s foot should be or- 
dered from the butcher, a day or so 
in advance, as its consumption is not 
usual and most markets do not carry 
it regularly. 

The contents of the pot are half 
covered with water, placed on the 
stove, swiftly brought to the boiling- 
point, and then allowed to simmer 
gently for at least five or six hours. 

A quarter of an hour before serving, 
the meat is removed from the pot and 
dropped into a saucepan in which but- 
ter is being heated over a quick fire. 
The meat should be browned until 
crisp. served on a platter surrounded 
by the vegetables which have cooked 
with it, and covered with the sauce. 
If this sauce should be too “long,” a 
small quantity may be reduced in a 
tiny saucepan while the meat is brown- 
ing. It should be quite consistent, 
but clear. 

The remainder of the sauce should be 
strained into a bowl and put aside to 
cool. The next day, the grease may 
be skimmed from the surface, the 
jelly chopped very fine, and used as 
a decoration for the beef that 1s 
served cold.

us do protest against the excessive 
tightness of many of these new gowns, 
tightness which is concentrated nine 
times out of ten at that spot which 
might be delicately referred to as “the 
back of the hips.” Pulling—not to say 
dragging —the material flat at this 
point, is, becoming only to a woman 


“whose: proportions are positively at- 


tenuatéd; a figure five feet six inches in 
height,**,weighing one hundred and 
twenty pounds, might get away with 
this fashion, provided—and this is es- 
sential—that a plumb-line dropped 
from her seventh vertebra to her heels 
did not vary anywhere from the abso- 
lute perpendicular. 


SLIM MODELS FOR PORTLY PEOPLE 


A genius could not make this per- 
pendicular back becoming to propor- 
tions in any way surpassing the nor- 
mal. Yet there are many such, and, 
since it would be too drastic to con- 
demn them wholesale to démodé 
clothes, we must set our wits to work 
to find them a way out of the diffi- 
culty. I have recombed the winter col- 
lections and discovered among the im- 
possible nine-tenths, the tenth-tenth 
which, as the French say, “makes their 
affair.” Here, on pages 44 and 45, are 
six solutions of a very real problem, each 
one different from the others, and each 
one being shown at the present mo- 
ment in the salons of the capital. It 
will be noted that they are all after- 
noon or evening gowns, and the reason 
is that the perfectly straight, tube-like 
silhouette, when properly handled by 
an expert, is the best in the world for 
hiding excessive proportion in either 
the back or the front of the figure. 
The majority of our new street models 
are perfectly straight, at least as far 
down as the knees, so that daytime 
dressing for the heavier woman pre- 
sents not more complication than usual, 
but rather less. It is when they need 
new afternoon and evening gowns 
that the Junoesque begin to despair. 
Materials are positively wrenched 
around the hips and back when there 
is fulness in the front of the gown, or 
cut so narrow when the model is tube- 
like that the same effect is obtained. 
Many of the new gowns have skirts 
that are partly circular, but the cir- 
cular effect is confined to the front in 
the great majority of cases, and, for 
one model that is circular all the way 
round, there are twenty that are flat 
in the back. 

The drawings speak for themselves 
and show solutions of the great prob- 
lem of how to be happy though portly, 
by means of drapery, a cape-back, ‘a 
floating panel, a variation of the sash, 
an apron or tunic back with a soft 
bow, and a division of the gown into 
skirt and tunic blouse. The short cape 
added to the back of a tight gown 
must be carefully calculated in order 
to cover just as much as is necessary 
without giving too much length, which 
would overbalance the proportions of 
bodice and skirt. One finds this idea 
exploited in many houses, sometimes 
in the form of an unattached square, 
as in the Jenny model sketched, and 
sometimes cut circular to fall in godets. 
Chanel has used this idea on many of 
her evening gowns, bordering the short 
panel in the back with fur and adding 
the same thing in the form of a fur- 
bordered apron in the front of the 
gown. This idea is not new, but 
neither is it too old to be useful. The 
Jenny model is arranged so that the 
back of the gown looks at a little dis- 
tance as if it were entirely in flat 
bands: it is only in profile or motion 
that the cape-back betrays itself. A 
soft bow is tied at the side, for Jenny 


is by no means tired of her sash, which 
she is making even in fur. The other 
Jenny model shows the latest develop. 
ment of the sash tied in the back, 
almost all that remains of the effort to 
revive the period of the ’eighties.. Ip. 
stead of a bow, however, we have a 
full panel of the yellow and gold lamé 
of which the gown is made. Other 
gathered panels hung on each side add 
to the effect of movement in the gown 
which is always so becoming to a rather 
héavy figure. 

Worth offers us a long, floating panel 
with the novel touch ,of a bias edge, 
an idea which is excellent for the type 
of figure we have in mind and still 
very becoming to the slender one, 
These hanging panels in lace are a 
pretty addition to dancing frocks and 
are extremely practical if one can in- 
duce one’s partners to place a support- 
ing hand under the panel instead of 
on top of it. Martial et Armand are 
making them this year in tulle, some- 
times attached to one shoulder, some- 
times to both, and often in colour 
which contrasts with that of the gown 
and produces a third when they are 
seen one over the other. The gown 
from Beer, one of the most charming 
of their collection, is in the favourite 
afternoon material of the season, 
moire in a shade which suggests mo- 
lasses candy. The apron or tunic 
back is most advantageously placed, 
with long folds at the sides which are 
very slenderizing, while the soft bow 
falls gracefully in just the right place. 
Jane Marnac, in the revival of the 
comedy “L’Ecole des Cocottes,” wears 
a simple frock from Callot that shows 
this same idea. Clever draping accom- 
plishes the desired effect in the white 
and silver model from Madeleine et 
Madeleine, for, though drapery has 
ceded first place to the elongated line, it 
has not been abandoned. Worth has a 
silver gown, the front of which is as 
slender and straight as a_butterfly’s 
body, while the back is draped into a 
great, hanging loop attached to one 
hip at the back by a sort of soft 
bow; while gowns with the wrapped 
look that the French call an enroule- 
ment find place in many collections. 
The corsage cleverly bloused in the 
back to fill up a natural hollow and 
create a straight line in one with the 
skirt is one of the best methods of dis- 
guising unfortunate proportions. 


SHADOWS OF THE COMING MODE 


Finally, Premet gives us tunic and 
skirt in an afternoon model, which, 
by its slight flare at the sides, detracts 
from the look of tightness in the back, 
giving.an effect of straightness without 
exaggeration. It is certain that this 
side flare will be developed further. But 
there is another suggestion of coming 
amplitude which is even more novel 
and which I have observed in two 
Callot models worn on the stage by 
Jane Marnac and Alice Cocéa, respec- 
tively. In each of these gowns, 4 
rather fitted corsage stopping at the 
normal waist- line is attached to a skirt 
which is given the shape of an oval 
bell by means of many little ruffles set 
on in points. Marnac’s gown has 4 
bodice of iridescent paillettes and a 
skirt with a mass of pointed ruffles of 
white tulle over the paillettes: Cocéa’s 
is in thin mauve crépe. the bodice 
either embroidered or trimmed with 
lace dyed: to match and the skirt a 
bell- shaped mass of mauve ruffles set 
on in points running round the figure. 
and pleated in box pleats about an 
inch wide. Both these dresses look 
more like those of the beginning 0 
the century than those of the end of its 
first quarter. My H.

HAVING THE MODE ON THE HIp

decoration, whether it be godets, pan- 
riers, pockets, bows, or panels. 

Chéruit’s sharp godets, pointed as a 
triangle, stiffened with haircloth, and 
placed over the hips on her tailleurs 
of white, black, or coloured broadcloth, 
are the most sensational of the new 
hip accentuations. She calls this whole 
series of models “Cambodian” in refer- 
ence to their derivation from the tunic 
of the dancers from that far-off French 
colony. Vogue showed the Cambodian 
silhouette on page 35 in the October 
15 issue, but I have yet to judge of 
its effect as worn by any one but a 
mannequin. An evening gown chez 
Chéruit is made on this same principle, 
of cloth of silver embroidered with coral 
and silver beads. Chéruit does some- 
thing else to the side of a gown which 
is even more unusual and harder to 
describe. Imagine a frock of golden- 
brown velvet perfectly straight and 
plain back and front and unbelted. 
Then imagine, down each side of it 
from the underarm to the hem a long 
section of gold lace, in shape like a 
long triangle, so stiff that it flaps back 
and forth as the mannequin walks. 
Another gown of white and silver moire 
has these sections at each side stiffened 
and embroidered in large shiny silver 
spangles. Chéruit also puts short 
wedge-shaped pieces of an embroidered 
material or lace in series up the sides 
of a plain frock, three on one side, and 
five or six on the other, in a fashion 
which was shown in the October 15 
Vogue. 


DRECOLL’S SADDLE-BAG PANNIERS 


Almost as sensational as Chéruit’s 
stiffened godets, are Drecoll’s saddle- 
bag panniers, shown in two types of 
gown on page 43. These also derive 
from an Oriental source instead of an 
eighteenth-century one, though we nat- 
urally associate the word panniers with 
the poudré costume of the Grand Siécle. 
The black crépe shown on the same 
page contrives to combine real breath- 
taking novelty with grace and wear- 
ableness, a result which is rarer than 
one would imagine. As the tall, slender 
mannequin comes swaying towards one 
in this perfectly plain black gown re- 
lieved only by the disks of gold at the 
ends of her girdle and the heavy gold 
bangle above one elbow, one wonders 
what those pleated masses at the sides 
of her skirt can possibly be; and ‘one 
sees with surprise that they are just 
sections of the material like great loops 
turned back upon themselves and 
stitched on a low waist-line. The sec- 
ond version is simpler, but the principle 
is the same. The girdle in every case 
is fitted to the curve of the back and 
follows a descending line towards the 
front, which is quite different in effect 
from the well-remembered pulled-down 
front of the beginning of the century. 
Other versions of this same “saddle- 
bag” line are carried out in evening 
gowns of cloth of silver, often trimmed 
with black fur, and a charming frock 
has its skirt in black taffeta and its 
bodice in fragile white tulle. 

As long ago as last February, 
Madame Jenny declared that she was 
going to put fulness back on the hips. 
She showed in May a mid-season col- 
lection containing a few versions of the 
tunic in the front of the skirt only, 
which was sometimes considerably full- 
er on one side than on the other. One 
has to hunt for her hip accentuation 
among the prevailing straightness of 
the collection of this winter; but it is 


there when one looks for it, not only 
quite obviously as in the model jp 
velvet shown in the sketch on page 42 
but in some of the inimitable little 
woollen frocks, which always make 
part of this collection, and which al. 
ways achieve an immense success, 
“Gondole,” the marine-blue silk rep 
frock embroidered in rose-red, shown 
on page 38 in October 15 Vogue, js 
not a perfectly plain “sack of a gown.” 
Its skirt has a slight flare which js 
ach:eved by long nips or pinches taken 
in the sides and made more obvious 
by Oriental buttons. An evening gown 
in green and silver brocade has the 
same idea, the long pinches being taken 
directly over the hips. One feels that 
Jenny only wants a bit of encourage. 
ment to put more fulness at this spot, 
and, during the course of the winter, 
she may easily receive it. 


LANVIN’S ORIGINAL VERSION 


Chez Lanvin, we find in the main 
that straight lines alternate with soft 
fulness, often concentrated by means 
of those rows and rows of shirring at 
the top of the skirt, which are her 
trade-mark this year; yet, even here, 
a few models are remarkable for ful- 
ness concentrated on the hips, espe- 
cially in the very original manner 
shown in the sketch on page 42, where 
large pockets of fur have long panels 
of lace attached to them. 

If Chéruit is inspired by Cambodia 
and Drecoll by Arabia or Turkey, 
Doucet, on the contrary, draws the 
inspiration for his little grey velvet 
frock. shown on page 42, direct from 
the France of Moliére. This frock is 
called “Monsieur l’Abbé,” and we can 
almost imagine it on the stage of the 
Comédie Francaise, as it is. The 
soutane-like cut, the sedate row of 
buttons down the front, the jabot of 
white batiste, all these are authentic- 
ally of the period; only the frill of 
velvet is new and, of course, is placed 
at the sides, stopping altogether in the 
front. 

Chanel, another house in which such 
fulness as there is is placed on the 
hips, is inspired by no one but herself. 
Her models, this year, hang softly 
straight until their wearer moves, when 
they are seen to be elaborated with 
ends. pleated sections. bows, and 
panels, all aflutter with movement, 
and placed, many of them, only at the 
sides of the gown. Besides these soft 
interpretations of hip accentuation, 
she has a coat or two taken directly 
from the masculine modes of Louis 
XV., when coat skirts assumed im- 
portant proportions at the sides, though 
they stopped just below the knee, and 
hers continue down to the hem of the 
short-skirted frock worn under them. 

At Martial et Armand’s, we note 
tunics with flare at each side. over the 
hip and nowhere else; at Madeleine et 
Madeleine’s, important pockets placed 
at the same point and embroidered in 
bright colours to draw attention to 
themselves: even at Worth’s, where the 
“pillar” silhouette reigns supreme, we 
find rows of tassels or embroidery run- 
ning up the s‘des of a skirt and con- 
centrated at the hips. When the doc- 
tors of the mode agree in this striking 
fashion. it is not difficult to decide 
that coming fashions will bear watch- 
ing at this point, and we shall keep 
our official eyes wide open for other 
and further interpretations of this well- 


balanced silhouette.
